The l^niled Na lions lias playt^il 
mi important part in tlie efforts 
of dependent peoph^s to attain 
autonomy. One excel lent example 
of this has been I he Inrgi^ si'gment 
of Africa s depenilcnt peoples wlio 
have been heltied to full statehood 
through United Nations effoil. 

In fulfilling its purpose to main- 
tain iiilenuitional ]i e a e e , tlie 
United ,Nations look eollective ac- 
I ion by a rmeil force to stop aggres- 
sion in Komi. This was the fit's! 
lime in hislnry that militaiw action 
rmmmieriflisi by an internal itmal 
orgiinization hurled liaek an ag- 
gressor.

Oi) the 20l}i Ilf .liiiHs members oT oi:r Exeeiilive 
t ’oiincil will maet with Representatives of the Na- 
tional Electrical Comraetoi's AKsoeiatioiij in a joint 
meeting, ami will hoar the Animal Report of tlic 
Trustees of tlie Pension Benefit Trust Fniifl At that 
meotin^t the ofiieers of the Brotherhood arc j^oinjt to 
have to give to the officers of the NECA, further 
evidenees of mutual cooperation and good faith on 
the Pension Fund. 

East year at oiir annual meeting we assured our 
(un plovers in tlie Contractors" Association that wc 
were aware, as they were, of tlio inequitiilile situation 
which exists insofar as the payment of the one tier- 
cel it is eoneerned* We promised them that we would 
take steps to remedy the sitnation. Our Law Com- 
mittee and our Convention studied the problem ami 
referred it to our Bxeeutive Coimeil for action ami 
study. 

Brothers and Sisters, so you may know, here is 
the full picture. We liave some 300,000 "'jV" meni- 
l>ers who will be eligible for pension some day. Of 
that number approximately 123,000 are employed by 
Contractors, all of whom are paying one percent of 
their gross payroll into the National Electrical Ben- 
efit Fund. Prom this fund, all payments made hy 
our 300,000 ^‘A^’ members are being matched and 
l>Iaeed in our Pension Benefit Trust Fund, Wliat 
this amounts to is this. There are 177,000 of our 
‘'A"" members whose eiiiployers in utility or tele- 
phone or maimfaeturing or railroads or Radio and 
TV— wherever they happen to be employed, are going 
*^Seot free” insofar as our pension plan is concerned 
and onr employers in the inside eonstrnetion field are 
carrying the full part of the employer hiirdetn 

There is nothing jn.st or fair in a situation like 
this. And it eaniiot go on. Some of our contractors 
have already stated that unless something is done 
hy the IBEW to meet this complaint, tlie NE(A\ 
will vote to terminate the Employes" Benefit Agree- 
ment. They can do this upon DO days written notice 
to ns. 

This, fellow in embers, would be disastrous to our 


Peiision Plan. All that we have worked for, so long 
a7id .so luml through the years, will be wiped out. 

Now, we have sottght to bring cooperation from 
employers other than contractors on a voluntary 
basts. We liave had some success. Eveiy month the 
Newsletters sent to our local unions show the number 
ol' employers in Utility and Radio and TV and our 
other branches who are signing one percent agree- 
ments witli onr Brother! mod. 

But not all of them! Not nearly enough of them! 
And friends here is the sad part. Too often this is 
tlie fault of our own members. They will not work 
to obtain the one pereent clause in tlieir eon tracts. 
Some employers have been willing to pay into our 
Pension l^hind only to have om* owui members say 
they prefer to have the sum added to their Avages. 

This is a pretty disheartening situation and it is 
one that has got to stop. This Pension Plan is the 
resporisibility of {til the tnenil>ers of our Brother- 
hood — not of the officers, or of a few local unions 
or some employers, hut a!L And those who wull not 
assume responsibility must be made to assume It. The 
one percent did not come easily in the agreements 
in which we have it. It came through w-ork and nego- 
tiation and often real sacrifiee on the part of onr 
members wdio *^saw it through,” Tliese members 
resent the ”free riders,” and in justice to them and 
to oni’ employers, action rmist be taken. 

Therefore, this editorial is by w’ay of warning of 
1 liings that are to ecmie. 

Referenda, assessinems, money talk Is disagreeable 
to us all — ^bnt what must be done, will be done. 

Tlie entire Pension program will be the target of 
additional carefid study at onr Jnne I^lxecutive Coun- 
cil meeting, but wc feel we can say with anlhority 
that ont of tlmt meeting will come a referendimi 
asking tliat all employers of ^^A"' members }>e re- 
quired to pay the one percent. In the case of all who 
will not comply, the ”A” members then will be 
forced to pay the $1.60 now being paid by the con- 
tractors, from tlieir own pockets. 

Tills is a rather drastic proposal wc know, Imt It 
is imiKH’ative if our Pension Plan is to survive.

It is not enough today in these days ami times 
tfiat uiMOTLs merely be ** non-( 'ommunist/ ' We have 
seen from past exjierience that tlie first target of 
aitack liy totalitariaii pt^wei^s is the I'ree trade union 
movmueni* When trade unions are dt^stroyed* the 
first ste[» is taken lowaril destnietiim of the basic 
rights of man. Tims now is tbe time for iinicms to 
lieeome aleri to the dangtU's jiresenled by coiiminnism, 
where it may exist within, and where it flocks exist 
without. Siucf‘ tradi' unions are the first fai^get of 
attack, it follows tiiat they should also lie the first 
line of defense in fighting conmninism or any other 
'*isii/' that threatens our free and democratic way 
of life. Tims no union can atfoisl to be eomplamii, 
to be inei'cly noiid\umminist. Tt innst lie actively 
and militant ly antM 'mnmiinist.

The stMUier (asp do eoim* 
to realize that mental illm^ss is not 
a *Miiint’* or reHeetion tm a fam- 
ily, just that much more riniekly 
ean more mentally siek pt*oplc he 
enred and T*eturiierl to normal, 
prod net ive lives. 

Xo 4JTU' would think of lioldhiji 
a iierson ileliriems with pneniiuvnia 
resjanisihle for his actions, or try 
to hide ihem, Wliy should a men- 
tally ill person he held ix'spoiisihle 
for what he does and refused help 
liecaiise* Ids illness lias settled in 
his mimh insteail of iti his Innj^, 
or tliroat, or hemi . 


Mental iifness, like physical ill- 
ness, is not oni' ili.H(*aHe Imt many. 
It may take the form of a fnne- 
tional psyeltosis such as sehizopfire* 
Ilia or a miinie dcpn'sslve case. 
“* Funetional" means that no nli- 
vions jihysicai cliniige lias ennsed 
the disiurhaiice. (ir mental break- 
down may he hmuulit ahont hy an 
organic eause sntdi as eerehnd ar- 
te riose I erosLs (hardening of the 
arteries in llie liniiiii or si*nile 
ilementia.

Now regarding your own mental 
lieallh and lliat of the other a<lu[ts 
in the family, itu all you can 
not to hr. self-eeiitered* Try not 
to overwork* Afembers of the fam- 
ily shoufd have diversified inter- 
est *s, There sliould lie work, yes, 
Imt play too* Have a hobby your- 
self and en eon rage others in yonr 


family lo have hobbies. The home 
and family should be the center, 
hut for normal life, eacli Jiiember 
shun Id have a fair share of outside 
iiitert'sts. 

Now, if tlierc are synpvtoms of 
a mental disorder coming on, get 
niLslical help at once, T?emcmber 
that mental bmikdowns can he 
avoiihsl if recognized and treated 
early enough*

just as a fever gives w'a ruing of

T his is the title of a little booklet 
put out by the Metixipolitan Life 
Iiisuiance Company, and it poses a 
question that eveiy woman who drives 
a car should answer fairly and square- 
ly, foi' two reasons* 

Fii-st, during* the summer months, 
picnic and vacation time, thousands of 
persons are going to be killed and 
more Ihousanda nuumetl and injured, 
on the highways of our nation. The 
Niitional Safety Council already has 
all the estimated gi-uesome statistics 
worked out. So, it behooves every- 
one of us, the driving public, to check 
over our driving habits and to do all 
in our power to improve those habits, 
so that we shall neither become statis- 
tics or cause others to become sta- 
tistics. 

T h t‘ y * re A i: a i n st s 

The second reason for checking on 
our driving habits, is this one. We, 
by the mere fact that we belong to the 
female sex, have two strikes against 
us, insofar as our driving is concern- 
ed. We could drive with the skill of 
an Indianapolis speedway champion, 



have half a million driving miles to 
our credit without a single mishap, 
and still, in the eyes of the vast ma- 
jority of the opposite sex, be a "crazy 
woman driver.^* 

It doesn't do to stand on our laurels 
that less women drivers are ajn'ested 
for speeding or arc iiivolvcd in acci- 
dents than men. The stock male an- 
swer to that one is, “Women cause 
more men to have accidents/' “ Taint 
true” — ^but n.s a well-known comedian 
puts it, “There you are!'' 

Well, girls, there is one thing 1 
would advocate— that wc check up on 
our driving habits, that we earnestly 
try to be the best drivei^s we know- 
how, and then, at least, deep down in- 
side ourselves, we'll have the satis- 
faction of knowing that despite all re- 
mai'ks to the contrary, w'e di'ive as 
competently and efheiently as men. 

Speeding 

Here arc some pointers to be checks 
ed, W> won't spend much time on 
speeding. It is a well-known fact that 
speeding is the No. 1 cause of acci- 
dents today. Any time we exceed set 
speed limits or di'ive at a speed under 
existing road, %veaiber or traffic con- 
ditions, at which in an emergency, w*e 
may not be able to stop before strik- 
ing a person or running into some- 
thing, we're driving loo fast. So we 
just say, first and foremost — w-atch 
your speed. 

The "Sunday Driver” 

Now by the same token, don't 
dawdle. The daw'dler causes acci- 
dents, many accidents. Practice keep- 
ing to the right except when making 
a left turn or ov'^ertaking a car going 
in the same direction. The gal who 
drives her o*wn slow pace in the fast 
lane of traffic, is a menace and de- 
sej'ves the worst things that can be 
said about her. 

The next point to check on is, “I>o 
you keep your distance?” Dotdt fol- 
low the preceding car too closely and 
be faced with the predieamem when 


the car ahead stops suddenly, of de- 
ciding whether to ram it or take the 
ditch, A good rule to follow for dis- 
tance, IS one car length for every 
10 miles per hour of speed. For ex- 
ample, if you’re doing 50, you should 
have five car lengths tM^ween you and 
the car ahead. That will give you 
time to slow down and give the motor- 
ist behind you a signal In case of a 
change in pace. 

Watch Those Turns 

Next — ^how are your turns? 

The lady who doesn’t know whal 
she wants to do when she comes to 
an intersection, the one who makes a 
left turn from the right lane and 
a right tuni from the left lane, is no 
lady and should have the book thrown 
at her. Make up your mind befoi'e 
you hit the mtersection, get In the 
cori'ect position and give a proper 
signal. Lady, that's drivingl 

Remember those old tried and true 
rules about not passing on hills and 
cuiwes? They're as gocnl today as 
they were in the Model T days when 
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they were fmmutated* And they^ie 
still the answer to how not to have a 
head-on colUaion. 

Now about ni^ht-drlvinff. The sane 
driver slows down as darkness ap- 
proaches. Are you a sane driver? 
Don^t forget to keep your windshield 
clean and to lower your headlights to 
keep from blinding oncoming mottjr- 
ists who will then bo less likely to run 
into you. 

On the Skids 

Skids are the big bugaboo to women 
drivers. The men say we lose our 
heads in a skid. They're often right. 
Here’s ln>w not to. 



When driving on tee and snov\% use 
chains. Try your brakes uJi u wlippeiy 
surface at about 10 miles an hour. 
If the car tends to skid at this speed, 
drive slowly and in a lower geai‘ if 
necessary. Ho fm guard — ready to act 
quickly if a skid develops. Keep out 
of situations which require quick stop- 
ping. Give ample room to the car 
ahead, and begin slowing down at 
some distance fmm the spot where 
you wish to stop. W'hen beginning 
to stop, press your brake lightly and 
release almost at once, Press again 
lightly, release quickly and repeat. 
This is the easy way to stop without 
skidding. If your car should start to 
.skid, take your foot off the gaa but 
don't jam on the brakes — leave the 
car in gear and turn the steering 
wheel ill the direction in 'which the 
rear end is .skidding. And, lady — 
keep your headl 

That's all the space we have for 
now. Check these and remember aP 
ways to keep your car in shape — 
hrakes, tires, lights, wheel aligriment, 
steering gear, battery, all in good con- 
dition. 

Come on, girls, let's show those men 
how really good those ‘Vra^y women 
drivers" xire!

This, of course, takes 
much time, elToil, and money, and it 
means that some group representing 
organized labor be at each session of 
Legislature to guard against ejuiek 
passage by the opposition. 

The JorKNAL’s deadline pi'ohibits a 
final report on this bill this month, 
hut in the next issue we will give you 
the results of the voting.

Several months ago we predicted 
that the increased use of electricity in 
St. Louis would neces.sitate an expan- 
sion by Union Electric Company of 
Missouri. Today^s headlines read, 
“Union Electric Company Plans $252 
Million Expansion," 

This is good news because it means 
work over a long period of time. 

Til a statement to the press, J. Wes- 
ley Mc.\fee, president of Union Elec- 
tric, said this amount of money would 
be spent to improve and add to the 
present equipment. Thiiiry-six mil- 
lion will be spent to add 250,000 k.w. 
generating equipment to the Meramec 
plant, which will be completed by 
1958. Another $1U0 million Avill be 
spent for sub- si at i oil s, lines, trans- 
formers, etc., and $10 million will 
purchase new coal mines since atomic 
energy is too far away to be consid- 
ered at this time. However, the com- 
pany makes financial contributions to 
science for the development of atomic 
power for the electrical industry. 

To add to this expansion program 
of Union Electric, the city of St. 
Louis will hold a special election on 
May 21 to vote on a $150 million bond 
issue for public improvements. In- 
cluded will iBt $10 million for imvjrove- 
ments to our stmn lighting system, 
anti several million dollars for other 
improvements to existing systems. 
There is a bright outlook for our 
city, once again proving the faith of 
its citizens for a bigger and better 
city ill which to lii’C and work— St. 
I.ouis, the Gateway to the West.

Sun Oil Warms Up 
Catalytic Cracker 

L. «. TOLKDO, OHIO.— At this 

writing we are already seven days 
into Slu ing ami the ground is covered 
with six Inches of snow. However, 
this dm*s not slop the wheels of prog- 
ress from turning. Out at the Sun 
Oil Company's plant on the WoodvHle 
mad, mechanics are warming U[i the 
new $3,800,11110 Houdriflow Catalytic 
cracker which was only a hare plot 
of gmumi on July L !U:74. This unit, 
the tallest one at the refinery^ — it rises 
some feet afmve ground — has a 
27JU10 huiTtd-a-tiuy capacity and is 
designed to improve the cjuality of 
the gasoline it produces as well as to 
increase capacity of the refine ly. It 
is expected ihui it will be in opera* 
tion by April 5, 1033, 

The Tohalo t mi List rial I>e:veltipmcnt 
Council, ^vhich bad its lirst hiitlulay 
this month, had already proved that 
new indusiries can be brought into a 
city if the right imiucements me of- 
fereih Both the A.F.L. and the C*LU. 
contrilmied to the cause. Exjjressway 
Park, a plot of iMi acres, has lx*en de- 
veloped to pi'ovide S]>ace with all of 
the necessary facilities such as rail- 
road trackage, gas, water, tdectricity 
and ease of entrance. One of the 
first occupants will l»e Graybar Elec- 
tric Company, which is going to en?ct 
a central distribution wai^ehouse. 
Campbell 8oup Company owns the 
land and the New York Central Rail- 
road, ill cooperation with that firm, is 
si>ending it half million doHais in its 
development. 

The Bay Shore Planl of the Toledo 
Edison Co. is rapidly coming to com- 
pletion. A gang of over dUO mechan- 


ics are at work on the project at this 
writing. Not all of these are elec- 
tricians, of course. The pans for the 
turbine are ex|»ected to stati arriving 
beginning the first of April and a date 
for going on the line will be set at 
about 90 days after that time. 

Work in connection with the im- 
provement program of ihcf Lihbey- 
Owens-F’oi'd Company has Iwen start- 
ed, and men are on the job at the 
Thennopaue plant and the twin grind 
plant in Rossford, as well as at lire 
East Broadway plant in Toledo. When 
these jobs really get underway, we 
wonT have any one on the so-cnlle<l 
bench, an article we nevt*r have had 
in this local although we have had 
numerous men out of work at differ- 
ent times. 

Another of those shopping centers 
is Ireing planned for the intersection 
of Anthony Wayne Trail and Houle 
Twenty in our neighboj-ing city of 
Maumee, which is having all of the 
pains of a growing city. This center 
will probably cost a few millions of 
dollars, although no definite costs 
have been published. 

Our fiort plans in connection with 
the St_ Lawrence waterway have Iwen 
stymietl by di (Terences of opinion as to 
\vhat powers the Port Commission 
should have, especially in connection 
with the right of eminent domain. 
With all of the svrangling going on, 
U is possible that considerable time is 
going to be lost in getting tlie nec- 
essaiy facilities built by the time the 
waterway becomes a reality, ToUhIo 
has the finest natural harh<jr cm the 
Great Lakes and it would lx- a shame 
if private interests should throw a 
monkey wi-ench in the way of its be- 
coming the biggest in the point of 
t onnage hand led. 

Now for another topic in a series 
about our city. We have *io doubt 
that there are thousands of mcmlHUS 
of the LR.E.W. who never have had 
the opportunity to siw^nd a tlay at a 
zoo such as we have in Toledo. This 
zoo is among the leaders hi its field 
in this country considering the va- 
riety of its animals plus the numbej- 
ami their environment. You might 
not Ixdieve it but a iowiy woodchuck 
was the nucleus of our present laj‘ge 
collection of animals. Back in 1899 
a South Toledo business man by the 
name of llillebraiid had one of these 
animals and, not knowing what to do 
with it, got the bright idea of giving 
it to the city. The city falhvi-s 
couldn’t tum any donation down at 
that time, so they had one of the 
City’s carpenlei's make a small worsl- 
en cage in which to keep it and place^l 
it in charge of a man who took caro 
of II small plot of ground called WaL 
bridge Park. 

From that time the collection grew 
an animal at a time, until in 1913, 
when the collection had grown to such 
proportions that the city fathers liad 
to decide whether to ha\*e a zoo or 


not, the Toledo Zoological Society was 
incorpomte<l to help the city build a 
liermanent zoo by raising money for 
the pui 7 >ose. 

During the next few years two 
buildings wen? built, one to house 
NoHh American Hoofed animals such 
as bison, deer and elk; the other for 
edephants, rhinos and hipjK>s. ChiL 
dron were damoi'ing for some ele- 
phants, so two of these were added. 
In the year 1927, the society con- 
ducttnl a drive for funds and with 
$127,909 collected by this methoii, a 
new building to bouse members of the 
cat family was erected. This building 
now houses specimens of Hons, tigers, 
leopards, jaguars and pumas. Some 
cages in tlie buihling were used to 
ho\ise members of thf^ Great Ape fam- 
ily, such as chini]ianzees, giblwns and 
fimngutans. 

U wasn't until the dark days of the 
dejiression, however, that our zoo bcf- 
came one of the most outstanding in 
till? whole country. The W.P.A, was 
looking for projects on which to put 
idle men to work, and our city^ had 
the tdans for building one of the finest 
zoos in the whole count ly but did not 
ha%‘D the funils. Uncle Sam was will- 
ing to pay for the labor but not for 
the material with which to build it. 
The zoo authorities then went forth 
on a cam]iaign to get the material. 
Numerous huiklings were being torn 
down at that time and the committee 
got wrtx'kers to donate material that 
could Ix^ reused. The old Milhiirn 
wagt>n works, the old Canal Locks 
plus some old rail load shops, to name 
a few, provider! material with which 
the following were built: The beau- 
tiful Museum of Science, a large 4,300 
seat amphitheatre, the largest fresh 
water afitiarium in the United States, 
a wonderful bird house anti one of the 
finest ivptile houses in America. 

In 1953, the society saw the need 
for a special zoo for children. This 
was io be an animal paradise for 
them, where they couhl jxd and handle 
little creatures of the W’ild and team 
at first hantl some of the very inter- 
esting phasi^s of wild life. Wondtu 
Valley, as the children’s zoo is called, 
is now' a reality and thousands of kids 
from Toledo and the surroumlijig ter- 
ritory enjoy it each year. 

This year, the zoo is starting in on 
jilans for luoro expansion w^hich will 
involve ojicn-view* type exhibits for 
b<mr and antclojie, plus a sf*al and 
jiorpoise pool and a great ape build- 
ing. 

Among our collection of animals 
that are out of the ordinary are two 
Incliait elephants, a black rhinoceros, 
a giant hipimjiotamus, a s\vell as a 
Hp«»cimeu of the rare pigmy hippo. In 
hoofed animals we have a beautiful 
young puir of giraHes and a fine pair 
iif great er Kmlus. This latter is the 
most beautiful antelope in the w’orld.

L'omiiiittees, 1917 elected to first of 10 
IHEW conventions^ 1919 electcMl to 
Examining Board (formed system 
now in use), 1921 his duties as finan- 
cial secretary were combined with 
those of business representative and 
served as same for 11 years during 
which time he policed the outlying 
districts on foot to assure that even 
the smallest residence was wired by 
union electricians. Incidentally, he was 
mmie honorary representattve for the 
Lathers poUcing their territory 
gratis). In 1927, when a CPA audit 
was used to bring the records to date, 
saifl audit showed Ed had been more 
than correct as Financial Secretary^ — 
the Local owed him ?45. 

Throughout the aforementioned 
yeai*s, Ed was also engaged in many 
other activities for the local. Ho 
originatt'<i our Unemployment Dues 
Kelief Fund, worked out the classifi- 
cation system which we now use to 
rale our apprentices, was chairman 
of many dinner and dance and outing 
committees, was active in forming 
many of the present bylaws. 

Ell concludefl his remarks by saying 
that whatever service he rendered, 
[)!U'ticu]arly in the beginning, wag 
possible largely through the coopera- 
tion of his wife who typed countless 
bylaws, agr<‘ements, assisted him in 
culieeting dues, and etc. 

After a naisiug standing ovation, 
a series of motions were presented to 
inmor Brother Sehroeder for his serv- 
ice to the Brotherhood and the local. 
It was moved that he be presented a 
golft Life-Membership Card (an honor 
he shares with the late Dan Tracy) 
and that our next dinner dance be 
known as Ed Schroeder Night.

New Working Pact 

For Detroit Local 

I.. U. 5H, DE'rHOlT, MICH,— Negotia- 
tions between representatives of Local 
58 and the Detroit Chapter of the 
National Electrical Contractors Asso- 


ciation (this integrated grouji is nioi’c 
commonly referred to as the Joint 
Conference Committee) came to a 
satisfactory conclusion as the mem- 
bership of Local 58 accepted piojmsed 
changes to the new agreement. 

Changes in the new agreement 
could be generally grouiied iintler 
three classifications; wages, vacation 
with ijay and paid holiday benefits, 
and insurance b€mefits for the member 
and his family. 

The hotirly w'age rate for journey- 
man electricians was increased from 
13.25 per hour to $3.35 per hour, with 
a proportionate increase for foremen. 
The hmirly wage rate for apjn'entices 
was increased U1 cents per hour for 
each of the eight six-month periods. 
Since apprentices at tent! school eight 
hours every two weeks, the U) cent 
increase includes one cent (10 per 
cent) for school time, or an increase 
of nine cents per hour for each of 
the eight six-month periods. 

The amount that the employer con- 
tributes into the members* Vacation 
and Holiday Fund was increased from 
six percent to seven percent of the 
gross pay of each member. This in- 
crease will make it possible to reduce 
the number of hours required per 
year by each member for receiving 
maximum benefits (maximum benefits 
being equal to two weeks vacation 
with pay and six paid holidays per 
year). Under the six percent expired 
agreement one had to accumulate 
2250 working hours a fiscal year to 
receive maximum benefits* At seven 
percent these total hours will be de- 
creased by approximately 17 percent. 
Api>roximately 1950 hours of work 
during the fiscal year will qualify one 
fox’ receiving maximum benefits. 

The employer continues to pay 
seven cents per hour into the Insur- 
ance Fund. The benefits to our mem- 
bership covered by this funfl, how- 
ever, were increased. The life insxir- 
ance policy for each insured member 
has been increased from $1,000 to 
$2,200. The 13 week sickness pay has 
been increased from $30 to $35 per 
week. Hospitalization benefits con- 
tinue to cover the insui€*d memljer 
and his immediate ^faniily on an 
aiwnd-the-clock basis* 

An integral part of our ^vages is 
Ike one percent of gross pay contri- 
bution the employer makes into our 
})ension fund. 

The journeyman’s wages incUuling 
fringe benefits, effective on and after 
May 4, 1955 will l>e as follows:

Control Center Feeds 
Power to Northwest 

L. I . 12.». I'OKTI.ASt). OfiK. TKi> 
newest and one of the most modern 
power dispatching centers in th*» 
world was placed in ser\dce at 
a,m. January 2‘J* when the Bon- 

neville power Administration began 
dispatching of the Northw'esl Federal 
Power Systmn frf*in its new center 
locateil »m the second floi>r of the 
Interior Department huihling in Port> 
land, Oregon. 

Into this main center flows a con- 
tinual sti eain of informal Ion per- 
taining to the availability of power, 
loails, and distribution of electricity 
throughout the Nmlhwest. VVith tln^se 
facilities and information, the dis- 
patchers in efTt‘cl represent the lu^art 
of the Northwest Fi^deral i*ower 
System, mid are able to continually 
watch tln» pulse and mean u re thi* 
gene rat health of an electric system 


extemling from the west coast into 
Montana, ami from Southern Oregon 
to the Canadian border, an area of 
over 20ti,{i0n square miles. 

The Bonneville Pow*er Administra- 
tion represents the Federal System in 
the area and accounts for about 42 
percent of the total Northwest Pow-er 
Fool capacity. Bonneville J\»wer Ad- 
ministration also tA'presentg the main 
backbone grid throughout the North- 
west into and through which other 
Northwest utilities integrate their 
resources by means of numerous in- 
terconnections with each other ami 
into the Federal system. 

The iiiterconnecti*d utilities com- 
bined are known as the Northwest 
Power Fool uml have a combineil 
peaking capacity of over seven mil- 
limi kw., of which about l>n percent 
is hydro and lb percent steam elec- 
trie and miacelluneotiH reHources. The 
total resources consist of 1 Ifi hyilro 
plants and 15 steam plants. 

To obtain the maximum benefits of 
such a far flung and complex system 
involving so many utilities, a multi- 
tude of infonnation and instant com- 
munication %vith these other utilities 
is nece-ssary. This mwv iliapatching 
ofhee is the receiving and communi- 
cating center for this inleUigmce. 

From this center the dispatchers 
issue orders for gi*nenition and thi' 
di.slrtbution of energy received from 
all Federal I*ower plants now In op- 
eration and all Fcilend |>lants to be 
placed in operation in the fuiure. 
Switching of the Ferleral transmission 
system consisting (»f over b,8tl0 miles 
of high voltage linos and UIH sub-

stntions with a tmnsfornier capacity 
of over seven million KVA is directed 
from this center. .All clearances for 
the maintenance and construct ion of 
HF.A lines and equipment as well a-s 
thv direction of ti’ansmission line 
patrols during trouble emanate from 
this office. VVith the information 
available generation is regulated to 
produce the maxinium efficient use 
of water. Tmnsmission lines and 
electrical equipment loadings can be 
continually watched and safely regu- 
lated. 

When one first enters this new 
center his eyes are attracted to the 
colorful semi-circular green bi>anl 
I.'J feet inches high anti one hun- 
dred and eight feet long built on u 
25 ftint raiUus, On each side of the 
center section is a schematic draw- 
ing trf the AtlministrationV trans- 
mission system with color coded my- 
slik tape to show each major elec- 
trical facility tiown to small voltage 
switches ami the voltage level at 
which it is energised. The board is 
made from one-eighth inch aluminum 
plate, mounted on a steel fi-ame and 
backed with one inch fiberglass to 
prevent sound reflection. The alum- 
inum plate was prepunched with holes 
on one -quarter inch centers so that 
colored |)bistic pins with a steel 
shaft could he insertei! for tagging 
the board to indicate condition or 
position of the equipment. Access Ut 
the liighiT section of the btiaid is 
reaehed by an aluminum ladder of 
“shoe stoi'c type/^ which tni verses 
the entire bmpth of the bojird and is 
support<Ml by an o%-erhead rac<^wny. 

On the center section of the boai'fl 
are mounted two 24-hour clocks, one 
on system frequ^^t^O' JHid the other 
slaving f(U' a master clock which is 
regulated from the Bureau of Stand- 
ards radio lime signal originating in 
station WWV’’, Arlington, Vn. 

Helftw the clocks is an amrunicatcir 
map approximately six by eight in 
size. This is a schematic map of the 
highest voltape system only (2IiO 
KV, and above,). Knch high voltage 
nutomiitic oil switch on the system 
is repix*Henteii by a remote controlled 
light located in its c-xact relative 
position on the systeui. When any of 
lhes<* switches arc operatciJ the light 
n*p resenting the operated switch 
lights up thus keeping the dispatcher 
ml vised at all times of the exact con- 
dittiin of the system. It is planned 
to i*verttualiy superimpose super- 
visoiy control on these switches so 
that the main system Ftnlera! Ini ms- 
mission grid can be contniBed from 
the dispatchers office. 

Around this annunicator map ami 
on the two eml section panels of thi* 
board are mounted ,Sfl curve drawing 
telemetering instruments. Each in- 
slnmient provide.^! a visual indica- 
tion of the instantiineous (|Uantily 
measured Jiiid a graphic record (»f the 
previous fiuantities. These instru- 
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Tlio^c» building proj<?€ts> have add(*d lo 
the job opportunities^ which hnve kept 
members^ of Local 139, Ehnirn, N\ Y*, 
satij^factot ity occupied thiw reason. 


mciitst make available such infonna- 
tion a» generating plant lotiding, 
transmifisimi line loading^ voltage, 
frequency, power requirements in 
several major geographical areas, 
power flowing over each of the poiiiis 
of intercoTinection between the Fed- 
eral system and the intei connect Of I 
ytilities and other information from 
major points on the system. The in- 
telligence represented on these in- 
struments is brought into the dis- 
patching otTice via microwave (nltra 
high frequency beamed radio), carrier 
current channeds, Telephone Company 
ieiiHcd lines or a combination of one 
or more of these communication 
fac ill ties. 

The most essential requirenKMit for 
dispatching any power system is a 
complete and adequate communica- 
tion network to all parts of the sys- 
tem, BI*A has employed a communi- 
cation network consisting of micro- 
wave, carrier current, leased lines, 
and ultra high frequency, very high 
frequency and medium frequency ra- 
dio circuits. These circuits extend to 
all vital parts of the Federal system, 
to the dispatching offices of the other 
Northwest Power Pool members anti 
to mohiln equipment operating 
throughout the entire area. To con- 
dense this muUitude of comniiniica- 
tions into a compact control point so 
that they can be available to one 
man, simply coiiti-olled and yet take 
up only a small poilion of his desk, 
was accomplished by the installation 
of a telephone company especially 
designed oOS-A dispatcher's telephone 
system. This small compact turret 
is in reality a switchboard condensed 
to M inches by 12 inches by 13 inches 
dimensions, and one of these is on 
each of the three dispatchers" desks. 
They are capable of terminating Rfl 
lines with four patching circuits for 
connecting through calls. The tux'ret 
is also equipped with the necessary 
lights to he properly supervised and 
with the proper switches to transfer 
lines to a FBX board in the building 
or to cut lines off from this PBX, 
Thi*se boards are unique in that all 
types of lines including microwave, 
carrier, leased, PBX, radio, central 


office and tie -lines can he terminated 
or patched through it, and also work 
in tandem with a eonv'entional switch- 
hoard, The hoards are also wireti so 
that every conversation can be re- 
corded. Some idea of the coniplexity 
of installing such a compact, yet 
complex ttdephonc center can he had 
when one realizes that to condense 
so much crnnmunications control tn 
such a small space necessitated the 
extension of over 1800 wires into each 
dispatcher's desk and approximately 
1011,000 so hie red connections in the 
telephone racks located behind the 
dispatching board. 

The continuity of electric service 
fnmi one source of supply cannot be 
guaranteed lOf) percent reliable. To 
guard against the remote possihiUty 
of n power cutago to such a vital 
nerve center, a series of large capa- 
city batteries and a 100 kva diesel 
<l riven generator have been installed 
In the basement of the building as an 
ulternate source of power. Full rest 
romn facilities, a kitchen and a bunk 
room are provided for the conveni- 
ence of the dispatchers ami to main- 
tain extemiod shifts when the oc- 
casion arises. 

To provide the proper lighting that 
will keep re flection, shadows and light 
contrast to a minimum and maintain 
approximately 9(l-foot candles on the 
dispatcher's de.sks a combi naticm of 
both direct and indirect types were 
employed. The general or indirect 
lighting consists of a large number of 
fluorescent units mounted above ii 
corrugated, translucent, luminous, 
plastic ceiling. Direct lighting con- 
sists of fluorescent units installed 
around the perimeter aiui directed on 
the board by parabolic reflectors. The 
general effect of this lighting is very 
pleasing in that nowhere in the room 
can shadows be seen and eye fatigue 
is maintained at a minimum. 

The green board with its multi- 
colored system diagram, the bay 
colored telemetering instruments and 
utinunicator panel, blond furniture 
with the white or snow colored in- 
direct lighting and the rose and gray 
checker- board rubber tiled floor all 
blend into a beautifully de.signed 


room ami a delightful place in which 
to ^vork. 

The office is continually manned 
around the clock on three eight-hour 
shifts with three dispatchers and an 
outage dispatcher on duty during the 
day shift and two dispatchei's on 
both the swing and graveyard shifts. 
These men are all members of L.U, 
125, IBEW. 

L.U. 125 in conjunction with sev- 
eral other craft unions which have 
members employed by the Bonneville 
Fow'er Administration form the 
Columbia Power Trades Council 
which in turn has held an agTeement 
with the Administmtion since 1945, 
Through a committee of this Council 
negotiations havo been conflucted 
each year in a very satisfactory and 
pleasant manner. IBEW members far 
outnumber the total of all other craft 
union members under the jurisdic- 
tion of this agreement, and by reason 
this fact the IBEW takes the lead- 
ership in its execution. Through the 
efforts and cooperation of all con- 
cerned; i.e., our Business Manager 
and his Assistant, our International 
Kepresentative, Representatives of 
other unions of the council, the Bon- 
neville Power Admijii strati on man- 
agement and its labor relations officer 
and the members themstdves, labor 
relations have been established and 
maintained at an exceptionally high 
level,

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The 21 by U foot ** Weal her Flame'* 
will show blue- white for no change In 
v%'euther, mmf for warmer, and gold 
for colder^ blinking of the lights %vlll 
signify precipitatirim The five-ton 
sign uUlijies 2,0(K> feel of Zeon tub- 
ing* a new form of gaseous lighting, 
five and one-hnlf times more power- 
ful than conventional neon. It is 
ivpoitedly the only such aign in ex* 
Utence. It in to he installed atop 
the new El I^aso Natural Gas Com- 
pany building by the Fi-denil Sign 
Company of Texas in nallais^they 
wilt also senice the unit.

enti of the current year* The tadicics 
of the two organizations an- not too 
fui ut»art* Two of the dilTerences that 
will no doubt cause considerable dis- 
cussion are political affiliation, ami 
the fusion of the policy of cmfl and 
indust rial organization* I don’t think 
that [Kilitical affiliation will cause any 
great concern* The Canailiati Con- 
gress of Lalwr has for many years 
been politically affiliated with the 
National C.C.F* paiiy, while the 
Truiles and Lalwr Congres.s has re- 
mai fil'd aloof from all party politics 
and left the choice of politics to the 
individual memtier* (This In my 
humble o]nnion is the way it should 
be.) The T*LX\ has a much larger 
membershi]) than the C-C.L* and 1 
understand there is a large minority 
in the C,C.L, opposed to political 
affiliation, so in the face of this dis- 
closure this should not prove any 
obstacle to the merger.

Our local is divided into 16 units 
scattered throughout the state of 
niinois from the noi^thernmost point, 
to the south, east, and west. U c have 
established units, headed by a chief 
steward, in 16 key cities, representing 
the Plant TJepaid;ment of the IlHnois 
Bell Telephone Company and all of 
the workers of the Middle States Tele- 
lihonc and IlHnois Consolidated Telc- 
fihone, tw'o indcpemlent companies in 
tlio telephone industry in our state. 
Each of our chief stewards is respon- 
sible for the members working and 
living in his unit. In oi'fler to facili- 
tate and bind together these IBEW 
members even more the Chief Stew*- 
ard may appoint an additional 
number of group stew^ards and assign 
theio to be reaponsible for a segment 
of w^orkers engaged in similar jobs, 
such as Kepairmen, PBX^ Traffic, etc. 
We believe that these chief stewards 
are the personnel who can eventually 
bring labor education to all members, 

With this thought in mind, L.U. 
399 has started its educational pro- 
gram based on the jilans of the Intcj - 
national Office. On March 25th and 
26th, an educational conference for 
chief stcw'ards and officers w'us held 
at Robert Alkrton Park, Monticello, 
niinois. This seminar was conducted 
under the ausj)ices of the University 
of Illinois, Champaign, Illinois, Divi- 
sion of University Extension, Insti- 
tute of Labor and Industrial Relations, 
It might be of interest to other locals 
to know that conferences of this sort 
are available thi'ough most state uni- 
versities. Our university in Illinois is 
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exceptionally good and since UMO, the 
Institute of Labor and Industrial 
Relations has conducted classes, pro- 
vided information, distributed films, 
Imoks and bulletins — all on subjects 
of interest to workinj-t men and 
women. 

These services ate “tailor-made" 
and available through the miiversity's 
extension projects, to all union mem- 
hf>rs, mana^^ement atui the general 
public, part of a policy to promote 
miderstanding of the problems of 
labor and industrial jxdations. Fees 
foi' these services are very nominaL 

The university was very fortunate 
in having been granted the use of 
part of one of the most beautiful 
estates in the Middle West as an edti- 
ciational and research center; The 
donor, Robert Allerton, for whom a 
portion of the park was named* was 
born in Chicago. He is a famed world 
traveler, aichitect and artist and, be- 
cause of his interest in thc^se subjects* 
developed a 2000 acre tract of land 
combining architecture reflecting the 
different countries of his travels with 
simple landscaping, comprised of hun- 
dreds of varieties of trees and flowers, 
to make a magnificent setting for 
many famous statues of bronze, gold, 
stone, and cast iron, some dating as 
far back as 4Tll BC- The University 
uses the three houses, the A Her ton 
House, the House in the Woods, and 
the Gate House, to house persons 
attemling any conference. This park 
is oi>en to the public ami any of our 
members traveling through that sec* 
tion of the country would find it 
worth while to speml some time walk- 
ing around the wocHied estate. 

The theme of our seminar was 
based on the job of a steward and his 


importance to the union. His key 
jiosition as a link to represent work- 
ers to management, workers to union 
organization, union to managemetil, 
union to workers, and to interpret 
management to workeis and manage- 
ment to union was brought out in 
detail. We studied a steward in his 
aspects as an organizer, educator, 
interviewer, negotiator, leader, and 
counselor ,and how he could most suc- 
cessfully accomplish each ]>hase. The 
human redations factor Is important 
in the work of a union leader, a ml 
to help our stewards to settle griev- 
ances, an important |iart of their 
work, we were given pointers on 
psychological approach to Intel views. 
We found it would be helpful to be 
a good listener, to not too directly 
ojipose a person* to use a frien<lly 
Ijositive api> roach, to be calm and 
avoid personalities. 

We were made to realize that a 
stewai‘d must remember he is going 
lo work with a foreman to settle 
grievances (plural) in the future, not 
just one — ^so always seek agreement 
not conquest. To makes these jmints 
more realistic to us, the stewar4ls 
actually reenacted loles of a steward 
ufjproaching management on a griev- 
ance, with our chief stewards playing 
the part of foreman, steward and 
aggrieved employe* 

We saw an (uxcellent film entitled, 
"Hues and the Uiiian," the stoiy of 
a young piiie-fltter who learned from 
an older union mtmbei' the impor- 
tanee of prompt dues jiaymeiit and 
the satisfaction derived therefrom. 
We highly recommend this film as 
well as another entitled “The Shop 
StewarrH^ to Uicals who are showing 
films to their memhtus. 


Two other subjects wei-e covered 
at the conference, the first being the 
5 “W's" In writing grievances, What, 
Who, When, Where, and Why, and a 
iliscussion of these. We also covered 
the second and final subject, “The 
Steward as a Teacher," and "The 
Running of Steward and Union Meet- 
ings." Our stewards felt that many 
gooil suggestions were given on how 
to make yonr union meetings run 
smoothly and not get out of hand, by 
p re flaring a definite agenda, having 
sf leakers from the outside, discussing 
paragraphs of your contract, and 
being familiar with the i‘ules of par- 
liamentary law lo the point where it 
is easy to conduct a union meet i rig ^ 
ffir the benefit of tweryone present. 

Our chief stewards have expressed 
.satisfaction with this type of confer- 
ence and wish to continue on this 
basis. We are fdaniiing our next 
seminar to he hehl at the university 
and shall combine our regular Execu- 
tive Board meeting ivilh this confer- 
ence as we did this time.

Health and Welfare tnsunuice is 
not mysterious or new to many pcfjple. 
Gi'oup plans, either wholly or partly 
Paul by the employer, are now ac- 
cepted by many wage earners as an 
everyday necessity. Probably some of 
the last well-organized groups to seri- 
ously consider this pniteetion are the 
crafts within the building trades, or

Thi.s confusion ia not especially 
strange in an industry Umi is so com- 
petitive that annual incomes of the 
same craftsmen are widely varied, 
and full-time employment is uncer- 
tain for so many. It is, however, ob- 
vious that const ruction people hav'c 
been reluctant to accept or rlemand 
this l>enefit that baa been pioneered 
and improved by service crafts and 
profinction workers, and has been in- 
el uded in their contracts for a num- 
ber of years. In fact, the bunding 
trades mechanics dirt not I'ealize the 
importance m- pos.sibility of this in- 
surance until it was o^ei'ed by the 
last Wage Svahili nation Board as an 
allowable negtitiaVile item. 

I Miring that perinri, “Employer paid 
Hcallh and Wolf me Plans” were ne- 
gotiated into some const ruction agree- 
ments mainly because tlie employer 
was willing to incit^ase the hourly 
wage rate, und this was the only in- 
crease allowed under the act. In some 
of these agreements the parties cx- 
ji^'cted to revcK this payment to hour- 
ly wages when the rest i lct Ions were 
lifted. These groups soon realized 
that thi.s insurance was not only feas- 
ible but that it was a weleoine piTi- 
tection to the family; and rather than 
transfer it to an hourly wage in- 


crease, it was generally considere<l 
desirable to not only retain the plan, 
but to attemjit to broaden its cover- 
age. 

It is believed that most objections 
are from those who are unfamiliar 
with the coverage and the operations 
of the plan. 

Hi 1994, afler considerable hassel, 
and assistance from the Council of In- 
dustrial Rejations, l.ncal 428 nego- 
tiateil a Health and Welfare Plan in 
its Construction Agreement. An invH 
tation was extended by the sister 
locals in the San Francisco Bay Area 
to participate in their .Ai-ea Plan 
untierwritten by C. P. S. This invi- 
taiion wai? accepted as this affiliation 
and plan was considetecl best foi' a 
number of reasons. 

Participating in a plan where a 
larger number of people are covered . 
insui’cs greater coverage for the 
money spent. Larger groups can de- 
mand lower i-ates; maintain a more 
stable experience rating; and give 
the member who seeks work outside 
his own local imkm a better opiior- 
Uinity tg contimie his health and wel- 
fare insurance. 

In order to help eliminate mis- 
UTiderstancling and confusion on the 
coverage of the adopted Health and 
Welfare IMan, the local union held an 
open meeting for the members and 
their families. Several Rejiresenta- 
lives of the insurance carrier were 
present and explained the operation 
of the plan, and answered all indi- 
vidual questions from the audience. 
.After the meeting, colTee and ilongh- 
mits were seiwed by the local officers’ 
wives. 

In conclusion, tUdilth and Welfare 
insurance is only one more step in 
eliminating another financial hazard 
that lias plagued the waiidng man 
for many years.

Heavy Winter Weather 
Marks Maine Spring

this is Maine, so vve have .snow, hail, 
sleet, thunderstorms ami in genenU, 
very bad weatlier. Sometimes, we 
pf!oplc up here envy th*^ states '‘South 
of the Mason-ldxon line," but the?

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and fiijht these so-called toug'h wintei'S 
and when summer really comes, “we 
have it” bt-cause that's when the peo- 
ple ** South of the Mason^Dixon line” 
would ijladly trade places with us. So 
home and the seasons of the year are 
what you make it. And if we don't 
like it, ail we have to do is pick up 
and even tn Maine, Althouf^h we 
have heard, by the g- rape vine, that 
Maine has seceded fram the Union. 
Believe me, fellow, it isn’t so, we are 
still part of the ^ood old U, S* A, 

It’s the last of March now and jobs 
that should be startin^r are still j^et- 
ting undei*way veiy slowly. 

The B, M. reports on his last trip 
to Limestone thei^e was about 18 feet 
of snow and the Loring Air Base 
where Dole Electric Company has the 
job of wiring a hanger (iOO feet by 
8f>0 feet where icicles are hanging ofT 
the steel beams, four and fi%-e feet 
long — making work for the seven men 
left on the job haWng quite a hard 
jime trying to work up there in the 
ice and cold. 

Work has picked up a little. Eight 
men were called back to East Milli- 
nocket and Wiscasset now has 22 men 
on the job. East Boothhy should start 
soon and as soon as the weather 
breaks. Limestone will use riuito a 
few men, Harris Electric out of 
Permsylvania, has eleven nose docks 
to fmild there, and therff is some 
radar and guided missile work to he 
done also. It shouldn't be too long 
before we are all back to work again. 

And speaking of Business Manager 
Dunn, this month I would like to 
write a little bit on the fellow who 
takes alt the grief and gets very little 
crwlit — our business manager, 
Michael Dunn, better known as 
“Mickey,” Although you felloAvs 
mtH?t liim on the job, I often woniler 
if you realize the amount of time and 
etfoi*t that goes into the job. Veiy 
seldom do you see “Jdickey” stirred 
up, he’s pi'etty easy going and eon- 
gtmial. That’s something for an 
“Irishman.” Yet on the other hand, 
ho never sidesteps, whether it be with 
our contractors, you fellow's, or the 
“Gillette Cavalcade of Sports.” 

With the article is a print of our 
jurisdictional map. It^s a big state 
and as you can see there’s a lot of 
ground to cover, and w’hnn winter sets 
in it really gets tough. Take this jmst 
winter, u[j north in Aroostook County, 
with Limestone, Madaw’aska and the 
rest to cover, it’s a real problem, 
espt'cially as this was a record- 
breaker wnth 182 inches of snow and 
temperatures ranging from 80 to 50 
degrees below zero, “Mickey” plans to 
cover that northern section, including 
East MilHnocket at least once a 
month. By the time he makes all the 
rounris up there, and it takes four to 
five days, he has djiven, betwe^en 
1000 and 1200 miles. That’s a lot of 
wide open space up there, no wonder 


he wanted a radio in the union car. 
It gets pretty lonesome on those long 
trips. 

Some of the typical days he has 
gone like this: visit jobs at East 
Booth bay, Wiscasset, Brunswick, a 
round trip of about 180 miles: an- 
other day he might go to South Paris, 
Rum ford all the shops and jobs in 
Lewiston, staying over in the evening 
to go to the Lewiston union meeting 
twice a month. That trip covers 
about 250 miles, 

I think you fellows will agree that 
it isn’t a “gravy job.” Mickey must 
attend all the regular and Executive 
Board meetings both in Portland and 
Lewiston, all special meetings, meet- 
ijigs with committees* confei-ence 
boanl, apprenticeship training. Cen- 
tra! Labor Board, director’s meetings, 
work on labor bills in Augusta, and 
other things too numerous to men- 
tion. Sometimes it seems as though 
thei-e just aren’t day.s and nights 
enough in the week to cover every- 
thing, but “Mickey” is doing a go^ 
job and for all the hard times we all 
give him sometimes he stays pretty 
level-headed and you can still see that 
“Irish” gidn even when “Beau” gives 
him the needle. 

Mickey’s quite a family man, be- 
sides his good wife, Mary, he has 
three fine girls, Miiuj‘een, Peggy and 
Flatty, Tdus two dogs and seven ducks 
and Ixetween tlumi they lead “Mickey” 
a merry chase. 

Recently Mickey signed Keystone 
Electric Seiwice of Bruns^vick to a 
contract. Keystone, is a combination 
neon sign and construction shop. He 
also signed with Frank Cummings of 
Hodgman Brothers — Goudy and Ste- 
vens. This is rather a unique contract 
as far as Local 5 fit is conceimed as it 
is the only construction local in Maine 
to sign for the electrical work to be 
done on new ships being constructed 
for the Navy. 

Mickey’s doing fine, let’s all help 
to make his job as easy as possible 
and give credit where credit is due. 
Good luck, Mickey.

Explains Lay-off Flan 
Of California Project 

L. l. 63*1. SAN LT'IS OBISPO, 

CALIF.— In my h>cal quite recently 
when a question of fairness to one 
Brother in (he Brotherhood was 

brought up in the floor, another 

Rrother warned tliat possibly in this 
instance we were in violation of the 
TafUHartley act. I do not know the 
reaction of this on the B rot Fie r who 
thought that he was getting unfair 


treatment, but 1 do know what my 
ewoim reaction would have been* I 
would have been insulted at the in- 
ference that I might take advantage 
of such. The instigators of this, the 
greatest blow to labor ever fostered 
upon the workers of our republic 
would indeed gloat, if a Brother took 
advantage of his Brothers by using 
it. In this particular case we were 
as children quibbling over something 
which had no business being discussed 
at that particular time and place. And 
in all probability even as the chil- 
dren the thing will not get a second 
I Ilf, night on the rnoriwv. 

To a few on my job of late I have 
listened to and answered to the best 
of my ability a few questions on the 
method of lay-off on a project such as 
ours, 1 refer to the Morrow Bay 
Steam Plant, 

To an outside Brother, very indig- 
uaiit over our attempt to lay ofT out- 
siders first, 3 told the following tale. 
Ovc:r a period of four years T spent 
over $4,000 of savings to stay home 
where I have lived for 17 years and 
where I have chiltlren of .school age. 
Should I sit idle while a man from 
another city takes my place? I am 
asking, not telling. 

To another who made the statement 
that a man with previous experience 
in this particular phase should never 
be laid off hofore the man with no 
previous experience. I would ask— 
su it pose this should have been the 
[iiactice before he received his knowl- 
edge? 

Another made the statement that in 
time he with his study and attention 
to duty, would prove himself so valu- 
able that the employer could not af- 
ford to lay him off. I would point to 
the many graveyards and ask if any 
who lay there had even for one mo- 
ment retarded the wheels of t>rogress 
by their passing. And yet I would 
not dampen hin enthusiasm for kno wi- 
nd ge. 

We in this local feel that the only 
fair method of lay-off Is seniority. 
Last come first to go. The last to go 
therefore is first on the next project 
and last to go. .Also if the employer 
is given free rein to point the fiiigei-, 
the natural result of such [nactice, is 
a rat race, .Ami what then ha|ipens to 
Hie oldster with at] his acciinmlated 
knowledge who takes less .^teps to 
accomplish the same amount of work 
as the youngster. And although his 
daily output perhaps equaled or even 
surpassed the younger, he appeared 
too slow to the employer, anti so the 
gate. t)r the man who gives his al) 
am! yet is unable to equal his fellow 
woi'kers record. Should he staj ve? 

Bi others I am still asking not tell- 
ing. 

I enclose a pamphlet put out by 
the Bechtel Corfioratlon in which was 
pictuied the moving of our stator, the 
heaviest piece of (tHjfthhiff e\*er trans- 
ported over a highway. This record 
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load svas the stator for one of two 
irjri,(KHI-kdowatt General Electric tur- 
bine freneiators for the new Mmro 
Ray Steam Plant of Pacitic Gas & 
P^lectric. It vveig-hs 224 tons am! is 
29 fret 1 01 3^* 

It took eight days to move it in 
miles, on a 209-horsepower truck 
tractor with four interjoined doHies 
89 feet long. This was some job! 

The plant at Napoma is near com- 
pletion. Our project expects the hist 
lay-off any day and by the time you 
read this the unit, now under con- 
struction, will he 98 percent or better 
completed. No definite dale is set for 
starting the next. That this picture 
will change before another issue, is 
the fondest hope of yours truly.

On Seven Ore. Contracts 

E, U, r>r>9, MEDFORD, OREGON--

Thus the growth of u 
utility is met by the active coopera- 
tion of the several locals involved, 
once again reflecting the flexibility of 
the IBEW to meet the ever-changing 
pattern in this industrial country of 
ou rs.

U . ^s 125 and 859 
and comjjany officials was held from 
Februiij'y 7 through the 11th, during 
w^hich many of the details were 
woi'ked out concerning a common 
agreement and another . session has

Local Plays Vital Role 
In Aluminum Production 

h. U. 767, BATON HOUCK, LA.— Out* 

local is the maintenance union for 
Kaiser Company, Raton Rouge. 

Louisiana with its two giant Kaiser 
Aluminum and Chemical Cmponition 
plants plays a vital role in the cor- 
} 1 0 ra ti on 's o re - 1 o-a I u m i n u m 1 1 r od net 
How. 

The facility at Baton Rouge sup- 
plies all the company*s alumina, the 
material from which aluminum is 
ma<le, and the Chalmette plant IHl 
miles to the south, the nation^s largest 
aluminum reduction plant, has a ca- 
pacity of 4(Hh0l)U,O00 pounds of pri- 
mary aluminum annually, which 
amounts to approximately half of the 
cm I )o rat ion total output, 

Kaiser Alumimim is Louisiana's 
second largest employer. The numbm' 
of jobs provided by the corpoiation 
in the state has increased 14-fold 
since the company eniei-ed the alumi- 
num industry in and the com- 


bined t»*^y*‘on of the two Louisiana 
facilities is now more than f 22, 000,- 
000 per year. 

The steps leading to the aluminum 
pig produced at Chalmette begin lloO 
miles away on the island of Jamaica 
where bauxite, the basic raw material 
of aluminum^ is mined on company- 
owned reserves. The reddish ore is 
shippcil directly over tlie shortest wa- 
ter haul of bauxite in the %vorkl to 
the Baton Rouge alumina plant, which 
is situated on an 88-acre site on the 
banks of the Mississippi River. 


Pi*o.ximity to the mid-smithern al- 
kali industry, Louisiana’s natural gas 
reserves and excellent water supplies 
are other factors favorable to the lo- 
cation. 

The process of extracting alumina 
from bauxite is essentially chemical. 
Oi'e from both Jamaica ami South 
America is crushed, ad tied to a caus- 
tic soda (lye) solution and heated 
under steam pressure to dissolve the 
alumina. 

Impurities, which do not <iissolve, 
are separated from the alumina solu-

The Riant Chalmette f ad I tty with 
its annual capacity of 4 00* fK) 0,0 00 
pounds of aluminum produces more 
of the metal than the entire nation 
produced prior to World War IL 

Its immense power plant is rated 
at 4 7 0 , 0 00 kw of electi icity, more than 
enough to meet the industrial and do- 
mcstic needs of a city of l,0l»0,000 
people. And its modern water plant, 
situated on the banks of the Missis- 
sijjpi River, pumps loO, 000,000 gallons 
daily. 

Metal pi-oduction requires the re- 
moval of oxygen, since alumina con- 
tains an equal weight of oxygen and 
aluminum. This is done in electrolytic 
cells called pots. 

At Chalmette the j^ots are housed 
in a series of sixteen 000-foot build- 
ings 72 to a huilding. A potline con- 
sists of two such buildings or 144 pots 
lined up in a series. Each pot is a 
shallow 10 by 20 foot steel tank lined 
with carbon and is designed to pro- 
duce approximately 1000 pounds of 
aluminum per day. 

The pots are filled with molten cry- 
olite, a salt-like substance knowm 
chemically as sodium aluminum fluo- 
ride, which dissolves alumina and also 
conducts the electric current- The elec- 
tric current is introduced through 
carbon blocks immersed in the molten 
cryolite. Under the influence nf elec- 
tric energy, the oxygen combi 7 n-s with 
the carbon, lea%dng the metal. 

The molten aluminum settles to the 
bottom of the pot, fj-om which it is 
periodically si]ihoned off and cast Into 
1000 pound pig. Other molten alumi- 
num is placed in large holding fur- 
naces where alloying elements are ad- 
ded and is then cast into ingot rang- 
ing in size from six to fifty pounds, 

A major factor in the aluminum re- 
duction process is the a%^ai lability of 
abundant, low-cost power. For that 
reason the power division at the Chal- 
mette plant is the largest ever erected 
in the United States for a single in* 
dustrial installation. 

Power is produceii in two dilFerent 
plants at the Chalmette facility: the 
Nordberg radial engine plant, fueled 
by natural gas with a rated emtput 
of 10-3, OOP kvv’s, and a semi-outdoor 
steam plant, fueled hy natural gas, 
with a capacity of 37*7, 000 kw's. The 
total natural gas consumjdion of the 
combined power facilities is approxi- 
mately 50,000,000,000 cubic feet an- 
nually. 

Aluminum pig from Chalmette and 
from the corriomtioiTs other two re- 
duction plants— at Tacoma and Mead, 
Washington — is shipped to various 
Kaiser Aluminum facilities for fur- 
ther processing into such mill prod 
ucts as sheet, plate, foil, ixkI, bar, 
w'ire, extrusions and forgings. 

Kaiser Aluminum^s present total 
annual capacity is more than 800,- 
OOOjtfOO pounds of primary aluminum 


tion by settling and filtration. The 
alumina is recovered by cooling ami 
agitation to bring it out of solution 
as crystals of hydrated alumina. 

The crystals are then washed and 
subjected to intense heat in long re- 
volving kilns to I'emove the water. 
The final product, alumina (Aldb)f 
a granular [product having the ap- 
poai'ance of refined sugar. 

In atldition to bauxiU:, a n umber 
of other raw materials are needed to 
produce alumina. Large rpiantities of 
water are refiuired for filtering, wash- 
ing, and cooling. To furnish it, the 
plant has three deep water wells, 
each with a capacity of lOiXJ gallons 
per minute, and four river pumijs, 
which bring combined capacity to 32,- 
500 gallons per minute. 

Electricity, steam and air also play 
nn essential role and the plant's six- 
boiler powerhouse, using natural gas 
as a firing agency, produces 24,000 
kw of electricity, 060,000 pounds per 
hour of steam, ami 16,500 cubic feet 
of air per minute. 

Lime another basic material in the 
in*ocess is made at the plant from 


clam shells. The shells are burned at 
2000 degrees (F.) in 250-foot rotary 
kilns. 

Large quantities of soda, starch, 
and filter cloths also are required in 
the [>rocess. 

The initial plant facilities with an 
annual caisacity of 500,000 tons were 
built by the government ciuring 
World War II and leased by Kaiser 
Aluminum in 1046, In 1040— fust 
three years after entering the alutni- 
num field— the corporation purchased 
it with private capital. Expansion of 
the plant increased its capacity to the 
present more than 800,000 tons yearly. 

In addition to aiumiiia for reduc- 
tion to aluminum, the Baton Rouge 
facility produces hydratetl alumina, 
active grade alumina and spcdally 
calcined aluminas, which are sup- 
11 lied to chemical, refraclory and 
abrasives iiKlustries, where they are 
used as basic raw matt rials for the 
production of ceramics, glass, alum, 
catalysts, and other proiiucts. 

From Raton Rouge the alumina is 
transported to the cor poi^at ion's three 
rcducticm plants — at Chalmette and

Describes Jurisdiction 
Of Local 773, Windsor 

I„ 1". 773. \VI\DSOU, ONTAKIO— 

This month 1 think it w'ould he in- 
teresting for the readers of oui‘ 
JonaNAi, to know a little about the 
type of woi^k being ptrfonned hy 
i he members of 77T. 

Our class of work ranges from 
housewiiing and commercial instal- 
lations up to highly complex w iring in 
the electronic and stNpience motor 
control fiekL I feel that one of the 
finest exam 1)1 es of this class of work 
could be best illustrated by the in- 
stallation of a rotaiy prijrting pi'pss 
on the premises of the httHif 

Star. 

This press was maiuifactured hy 
U. W. Crabtree and Sons of Lomlon 
and Leeds, Kngland, aiid is a perfect 
example of olil country craft.sman- 
ship. The press consists of eight 
units, two being color units and tsvo 
folder units. H is on three levels, 
basement, first and second floors. 
Motors are of D.C. for main unit 
drive and A.C, foi- all auxiliary mo- 
tors, Speed control is obtained by 
General Electric amplytlyne and all 
units selected to run are synehi-onized 
by oversi>ee<l sw- itches. 

Newsprint rolls are loaded in the 
basement, three to each reel stand 
and centralized hy sidelay motors. The 
press is controlled by two puslibultcm 
units situated at each individual pre.ss 
unit and these are ’'circuited in’’ hy 
the unit srdector switches in the main 
control roont. There are also two mas- 
ter controls, one in the contiol room 
and the other on the control console. 

The press is equipped with “web 
break detectors,'" when the sveb of 
newsprint running through the press 


breaks, detectors drop in, apply 
brakes and web hi-eak .severs cut, 
print and hold it ready for ret bread- 
ing- This is perfonneil automatically 
by threading ta])es. The press will 
eventually be fitted with automatic 
pasters which jjaste a new roll on 
to the tailend of the expired roll 
without interi-upting run. 

Each unit is eqiiippi;<I with a very 
nicely wired which, unfortu- 

nately came already wired from the 
makers, therefore we were unable to 
claim this wmrk for mir membms. A 
lot of ^'ivyrotenex” cable was used 
on this installatinn. Tins is a co])|)er 
sheathed, powdore<l insulation ralde 
wdth the conductors held in susperi- 
sion by the pressure of the powdered 
insulation. This cable will absorb a 
tremeniious amount of abuse without 
breaking <lown, and in the case of a 
fire, the comluctors an<! copper sheath 
will melt before the insulation breaks 
down. This cable is being used a 
great deal in Canada, 

As in most cases of controls hy 
two makers, in this instance, General 
Electric and C raid t ee, vve had ade- 
quate blueprints for each makm'.s 
portion of the Job hut nobody re- 
memhei-ed to give the boys any de- 
tails on the tie-in bed ween the two 
systems, consequently it was left 
mainly up to the members on the 
job to get the press operating, which 
says a great deal for their ingemijty 
and ti aining. 

The coiilractoi' on the job was 
Whelpton Electric Ltd, one of our 
oldest and most resjjccted contractors 
with whom the local has always en- 
joyed the most amicable relations. The 
job was run very efficiently by the 
ever popular ’"Russ” ^imiison.

have far-reaching effects. 

The united lalxir movement is de<li- 
ealed to the well hidng of the people, 
the strengthening of democracy at 
home and abroad. This is an answer 
to I he big nimio|)olies, the ’b ight-to- 
woi'k” movements, oi'ganized by big 
business executives who with tlieir 
cry of monopoly of labor, with their 
high paid, highly skilled corporation 
powers, lobby in Washington in an 
attempt to have injunctions t»^*ssed 
to restrain labor from uniting its 
forces. 

Tbe slanderous attacks on our or- 
ganization are made by those selfish 
grmqjs who seem to think just be- 
cause they run the industries that 
they should tell us bow to organize. 
This is I fib 5, not l8fiH. Time marches 
on, ami '’you are there."’ Since when 
is it in violation of the Constitution 
as they say, to form a labor front 
to bargain collectively? We wish to 
remiiifl them, while we do not own 
nor conti-ol the means of proflnction, 
ne%'cr the less we [ilay a very imjiortant 
part in making their millions of dol- 
lars for them. Furthermore generals 
are of no use without an army. 
Whether they like it or not, progress 
is labor’s most important protlucL 
Great changes are taking place in all 
other branches of science, their- fore 
they will have to accept the science 
of laboi' as here to stay. 

Automation comes to indu.stry. We 
have been reading of late about great 
progress in the science of automatic 
machiins making tremendous inroad.^ 
in many establishments. 

Alarming articles appearing in 
current magazines and the daily (la- 
pel's have stressed a danger signal 
regarding the introduction of automa- 
tion into factories, with the result 
that hundreds of hundreds of em- 
ployes, displaced by automatic ma- 
chines are indiscriminantly taking 
their place in the ranks of the unem- 
ployed a liny. For example, in factor- 
ies engaged in the manufacture of 
television and radio sets v^diere hun- 
dreds of girls were employed in solder- 
ing wire connections, a machine has 
been introduced which does the work 
of from 20 to 30 employes, soUlering 
a complete wiring ji»b in secomls.

The of- 
ficial accompany in>f Mr. Reuther re- 
marked, ‘'These machines are amax- 
inif and of coyrse you know they do 
not have to pay any union dues.” 

.\fn Keuther said looking at him, 
machineit tin tint httif «h;/ it at oh 
rithrr/* Xot only was Iieyther*B re- 
ply sound logic, hilt his reply was 
publjEhed in a large mimher of daily 
papeis throughout tlie United States, 

This brings up tlie tpiegtion which 
to me is the answer to automation 
since those automatic machines are 
heiT to stay. The next order of busi- 
ness is the guaranliH^i annual wage 
aiifl a shorter work week. This would 
compel the imlustry to regulate and 
incrt^aso production and stuead the 
fruita of any advanced technological 
developments to the A me]' lean people. 

Technological advancement is a 
necessaiy requirement to fulfill the 
needs of the human ruc<*. Therefore 
any new' method w-hether it is aj>- 
pliHl to the home or the factory, for 
that matter is received by all as 
progress, to lighten the buixlen of 
label r. 

As W'c unfold the pages of history 
some of us can romenihcr the long 
lines of unempJoye<] which whether 
directly or indi redly were due to 
technological develofiment in the vari- 
ous Industries, We can agree il had a 
great bearing on it. On the other haml 
the ratio of pi*mluction in this com- 
petitive system causing the markets 
lo bi* Hooded with goods, seems to 
show that most employers have dis- 
regarded the human element, since we 
do not hear whether they have pixv- 
jected any plans to keep their em- 
ployes wrorking. 

One would think the highly trained 
btains who setmi to figure thiiigs out 
by the slide rule, would use a little 
common sense, and know' that tliey 
just canT go on ji rod ucing commufli- 
tjes indiscriniinatcdy without making 
some provisions to slabiliKc employ- 
ment* 

The gains have been inatle mostly 
through the elTorts of organked la- 
lior, both thraugh legislative branches 
of our government or arountl the con- 
ference table with the management* 

Let us analyze this a little further. 
Idd anyone ever hear of an employer 
wilting to the executives of luboi- in- 
viting them to sit around the confer- 
ence table to discuss with them a 
method whereby €*mployes could be 
kept on the payroll? .Absolutely not. 
On the contrary. It is lalnir meniU-rs 
who have to be the aggressors, and 
wlio ha%'e to notify the management 
reriuesting a confer€?nce with them, 
drawing their attention to the inequi- 
ties in w’ages to employes as emu- 
paired to big dividends to the big 
executives*

Water has 
to be drilled for out here Just like 
oil and stored in tanks and re-run 
through cooling towers. Although we 
liave water problems, we are in the 
heart of the fishing country, 400 
mih^s either way aJid u guy ciin go 
fishing.

rALIF,— The trade utiiori goal of af- 
fording opjandunity for imlividiial de- 
velopment to ouch and every member 
of Local 12-iri, l.R.BAV, AFL, is an 
important step closer this month. This 
local union ^ one of the largest utility 
locals in the Brotlierliood, has just 
completed a woek-long intensive union 
educational jirogram for all staif reji* 
resen t at ives, Several members of our 
Executive Hoard ^ us well as wives of 
staffers, were also in attendance. 

To begin our story, we must tell 
you of the unusual nature of our local 
union. Representing Gas, Electric, 
Water, Steam, Hydix), Construction 
and Clerical employes of publicly and 
privately owned public utilities In 
most of California and Northern Ne- 
vada, the jurisdiction of IxKral 1245 
extends over a terntory larger than 
the comhined New England States. 
Our membfrrs conduct meetings on a 
unit system in nearly 10Q cities and 
communities each month.

We have lKH*n developing educa- 
tional and shop stewarri training pro- 
grams from the time of our amalga- 
mation in liecemher 10*71, The real 
goal of our program, of course, is to 
extend trade union training to every 
member whtj desires to paiticipale.

Mitchell, assistant business manager 
and a graduate of the HarvanI I Uni- 
versity Trade Union Program; Geoi^ge 
L. Rice, research and education di- 
rector, who has worked with tht* La- 
bor Management School ai the Uni- 
versity of yan Francisco and the hi- 
stitute of Industrial Relations at the 
Univei'sity of California, Cooperating 
in the planning anti organization of 
the material were Assistant Business 
Manager Mert Watters, Husine,ss Rep- 
resentative Elmer Hushhy and other 
membei's of the office and staff. Inter- 
national Representative Hughes, who 
attended the first educational class 
for International Represetitatives 
sponsored by the international Office 
in Washington, was most helf>ful in 
giv'lng of hig time, eneigy aiul knowl- 
edge. 


An interesting feature of the pro- 
gram was the development of a Rep- 
resentative's Handbook, which con- 
lsin.s, in mitline form, all of the sub- 
ject material presented in the ses- 
Bions. The handlKook, together with 
extensive notes taken by each "stu- 
dent", will provide a most useful tool 
for the extension of the educational 
benefits to mem hers in all parts of 
our jurimliction. 

A significant feature of the pro- 
gram was the attendance of a num- 
l>er of wives of staff membeis. Mrs. 
L. L. Mitchell attended every session, 
and Mrs. Lee Andrews, Mrs. Ho\vard 
Sevey, Mrs. Gerahl Moran, Mrs. John 
Laiqnn and Mrs. George L. Rice at- 
temU'd a number of classes. .All were 
keenly iriteix'Sted »n the program, and 
advised that they now have a much 
better understanding of the work and 
probUmiH their husbands face as 
Union R e 1 1 resen t a t i \'ea . 

Our Executive Roarrl lent a great 
deal of moral support to the aims of 
the program. The entire board mem- 
bership attended one ilay of the ses- 
sions and expressed the desire to see 
this type of training extendcKi on a 
bmad basis. Recording Secretary 
Grace Baker an<l Vice-President 
Frank Dillon were also present at 
a number of additional sessions. 

In order to carry out the prescribed 
"Objects" of the I.B.E.W., we firmly 
believe that it is the res}ionsibi!ity 
of every h>cal union officer to establish 
an educational program in his or her 
local union. This may be the saving 
of our unions when faced with eco- 
nomic and political assaults, aiul it 
will certainly contribute to the prog- 
i“ess of our great Brothi^rhood.

Speaking of our Saftdiy Pjogram, I 
want to express my reaction to all 
past fatal accidents and two reeenl 
ones. In March we lost a Brother by 
his coming into contact with 33 kv 
on a substation structuro* In April, 
a Brother well known to this writer 
died from results of burns and a fail 
caused contact with 33 kv last 
July, also on a substation structure. 

All accidents are caused by one oi 
more similar contributing factors. In 
order to reduce the number of these 
sacrifices of life and limb each of us, 
employer and employe alike, must, to 
the limit of our capacity, consider and 
study design of equipment, material, 
and tools; job training, Avork know- 
how and tvoik practices* 

In short, if nothing is gained by 
these sacrifices they are in vain* We 
must learn to gain from them that we 
may live*

Grath use for the first time a **Hes 
pi raid" bed which Local Mfil, Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, Physical Id vision, rublic 
Service, had just donated to the Lake 
County CKapter of the Natiorntl Fimn- 
ilation for Infantile Parolysi.s,

Mrs. Joan Hwlbro, executive secre- 
tary of the Lake County Chapter for 
polio, and Sister Augustdla of the Sl 
T herese hospital staff, acceptc<i the 
bed, valued at $1,C45.

The "Respiraid" bed vras designed 
as an aid to "weaning" a patient 
aw'ay finm the Iron lung. It wmrks on 
the basic principle of an old fashioned 
see-saw\ 

A patient Is liehl finiily in place by 
shtnilder guards similar to those w^m n 
by a football (dayer w'hile the eicc- 
tixmically-cont rolled bed tips the pa- 
tient's head up, then his feet up, and 
an on. 

It can be controlled by a dial which 
can tilt a patient one complete revo- 
lution per minute, or in the case of 
a small child like Barbara w‘ho 
breathes faster than an adult, up to 
fid limes minuie, 

Us principle is simply to relieve 
pressure on the fmt rent’s lungs by 
shifting pressure to other internal 
organs. 

In an exceptional case where a pa- 
tient is eulfering heavily from gas, 
the Im*iI can he siOfqied w^hile the pa- 
lient’s head is in a down position to 
relieve the gas attack.
